After lunch, member Mary Fox gave us a timely and very informative program on the 
history of the Christmas tree. Mary said the Christmas tree has long been associated with 
Christianity. In the 7” century, the Germans used a triangular outline of a fir tree to 
illustrate the Holy Trinity. Centuries ago in Great Britain, Druids used holly and 
mistletoe as symbols of eternal life and placed evergreen branches over doors to keep 
away evil spirits. Legend says that Martin Luther saw a starlit heaven as he walked 
through the woods with snow dusted evergreens. He then supposedly began the 
celebration of Christmas when he set up a little fir tree indoors and decorated it with 
candles, which he lighted in honor of Christ’s birth. 

Interestingly, Christmas trees gained popularity in America during the depression. 
Nursery men saw the opportunity to seli their landscape trees as Christmas trees and so a 
much loved tradition spread across the land. Early on, Americans decorated their trees 
with homemade ornaments. Franklin Pierce, the 14" President, brought the Christmas 
tree tradition to the White House, and in 1923 President Coolidge started the National 
Christmas Tree Lighting Ceremony. From humble beginnings all the way to the giant 
Rockefeller Center tree which today is laden with over 25,000 lights, we are all thankful 
for the tradition of the Christmas tree.
